He Believe* the Cost of Communicat- 
ing: With England Can Be Re- 
duced to One Cent a Word. 



Gov. Boyle, of New Feundland, Gave 
a Large Luncheon In Honor of 
Signor Marconi— A State 
Function. 

St. Johns. N. F.. Dec. 20. -Gov. Boyha, 
of New Foundland, gave a large lunch 
eon Thursday In honor of Mr. Marconi 
Among the guests present were Pre 
mler Bond, the cabinet ministers, the 
heads of departments. Marine Lloyds' 
•Underwriters otrtclals and represents 
tives of the press, The affair wat 
practically a state function. 

In proposing Mr. Marconi's health. 
Gov. Boyle spoke exhaustively of the, 
inventor'* work of the wireless tele- 
graph since his arrival In the colony. 

Gov. Boyle said that a week beforf 
Marconi left England for New Found 
land. 200 mlleB wu the limit for wire 
less telearnphy, while now, a month 
later, Marconi had performed the re- 
markable achievement of sending slg 
nals 2,(JU0 miles through space. The 
governor ppoke glowingly of what this 
wonderful exploit mount to the sclen 
tine world, and what it might soon, 
mean to the world of commerce. 

In rep!y Mr. Marconi thanked Gov. 
Boyle for the many kindnesses which 
had been ihown him and for his flat „ , 
tering remarks. After referring to thf 
Important lactor in the progress of 
civilization which lies lnj» laeillty of 
communication bt tween different conn- 
tales, Mr. Marconi saiil: 

"If mv system of wireless telegraphy 
can be commerdally established be 
tween different parts of the earth, the 
possibility ot which I do not in the 
slightest doubt, it would bring aboiy 
an enormous cheapening of the meth- 
ods of communication at present ex- 
isting. The system of submarine ca- 
bles of to-day fulfills the demands of 
^communication to a great extent. But 
the great «ost of the cables themselves, 
and their heavy working expenses, 
causes the existing method to be be- 
yond the reach of a majority of people 
inhabiting the various countries of 
the world. But could this new method 
be applied, I believe the most of what 
we call cabling to England might be 
n .lin ed al iciist twenty fold. The pres 
ent rates are 25 cents a word. I do not 
=ee why. eventually, with the wlrelesn / 
system, this cost should not be re- 
duced to one cent a word or less."
